New York, March 22 (£*>—A de­ 
fendant in the atom spy trial re­ 
fu sed to answer today when asked 
whether he ever had belonged to 
any grou p which discu ssed the 
Soviet Ru ssian system. 
The qu estion was pu t to Ju liu s 
Rosenberg. 34, an electrical en­ 
gineer, by Federal Ju dge Jxvipg 
k. Kau fman. 
Other witnesses haVe testified 
that Rosenberg was a Commu nist. 
He is on trial with his wife, Ethel, 
35. and his City College classmate, 
Morton Sobell, 33, a radar expert, 
on charges of war-time atomic 
espionage for Soviet Ru ssia. If 
convicted, all three cou ld be given 
the death penalty. 
Ka ufma n Asks Questio n 
Ju dge Kau fman broke in with 
his qu estion after Rosenberg said 
his allegiance was to the United 
States and that he wou ld fight for 
this cou ntry in a war with any 
other cou ntry- 
He also testified 
he had discu ssed with friends the 
merits of variou s economic and 
political systems. 
“Did you ever belong to any 
grou p that discu ssed the system in 
Soviet Ru ssia?" the ju dge asked. 
“I feel at this time I mu st de­ 
cline to answer a qu estion that 
might tend to incriminate me," 
Rosenberg replied haltingly. 
'Oho!’ Says Ju dge 
"Oho!” Ju dge Kau fman said, 
and then asked whether Rosen­ 
berg was referring to a particu lar 
grou p or party.

Tokyo, March 22 UP)—An Ameri­ 
can 
tank-infantry 
patrol 
with 
mine-hu nting engineers today shot 
it* way ou t of a Commu nist am­ 
bu sh less than three miles from 
the Red Korean border. 
The tanks were moving u p one 
side of the Pu khan river north of 
Chu nchon and the infantry were 
plodding along the opposite bank 
when the Reds opened fire. 
From high grou nd they pou red 
machinigu n, rifle and m ortar fire 
o n a ll sides of the patrol. 
’They let u s walk into the trap 
and then they sprang it,” said 
Cpl. Charley Hamilton, Virginia 
City, Va. "Ou r tanks opened u p 
on the hillside with everything 
they had, bu t it didn’t stop the 
Chinese. 
"Enemy fire was all arou nd u s 
everywhere we tu rned. We finally 
scrambled across to the tanks and 
they kept the Chinese down on 
one side while we moved ou t.” 
The tanks pu lled back to Chu n­ 
chon, carrying the wou nded. 
Along this central Korean sec­ 
tor, the bu lk of the Commu nist 
troops appeared to have slipped 
north of Parallel 38.

Bu t in the west, the Reds ap­ 
peared to be digging in for a 
desperate stand'in Sou th Korea. 
Field dispatces said some 60,- 
000 Commu nist troops manned 
western defense positions in depth 
for 15 miles sou th of the border. 
These inclu ded two divisions of 
the Chinese Third Field Army, idle 
since the Hu ngnam action in De­ 
cember.

The maximu m prison term for 
anyone convicted of bribing or at­ 
tempting to bribe an athlete has 
been increased from five to 10 
years.

New York, March 22 <Ab—A de­ 
fendant in the atom spy trial re­ 
fused to answer today when asked 
whether he ever had belonged to 
any group which discussed the 
Soviet Russian system. 
The question was put to Julius 
Rosenberg. 34, an electrical en­ 
gineer, by Federal Judge Irving 
R. Kaufman.

Other witnesses have testified 
that Rosenberg was a Communist. 
He is on trial with his wife, Ethel, 
35, and his City College classmate, 
Morton So bell, 33, a radar expert 
on charges of war-time atomic 
espionage for Soviet Russia.

the death penalty. 
Kaufman Asks Question 
Judge Kaufman broke in with 
his question after Rosenberg said 
his allegiance was to the United 
States and that he would fight for 
this country in a war with any 
other country. 
He also testified 
he had discussed with friends the 
merits of various economic and 
political systems. 
“Did you ever belong to any 
group that discussed the system in 
Soviet Russia?” the judge asked. 
“I feel at this time I must de­ 
cline to answer a question that 
might tend to incriminate me,” 
Rosenberg replied haltingly.

Tokyo, March 22 <A*>—An Ameri- 
tank-infantry 
patrol

Kaufman Asks Question 
Judge Kaufman broke in with 
his question after Rosenberg said 
his allegiance was to the United 
States and that he would fight for 
this country in a war with any 
other country. 
He also testified 
he had discussed with friends the 
merits of various economic and 
political systems. 
“Did you ever belong to any 
group that discussed the system in 
Soviet Russia?” the judge asked. 
“I feel at this time I must de­ 
cline to answer a question that 
might tend to incriminate me,” 
Rosenberg replied haltingly.

Albany, N. Y., March 22 UP)— 
The maximum prison term for 
anyone convicted of bribing or at­ 
tempting to bribe an athlete has 
been increased from five to 10 
years.

The measure covers bribing of 
professional and amateur athletes, 
jockeys and other race track em 
ployes. 
Cigarette Tax Deductions 
Are in ‘Yes’ and ‘No’Stage 


Washington, March 22 UP)—The 
answer to whether a smoker can 
get away with deducting state 
cigarette taxes on hig federal in­ 
come tax return seems to be may­ 
be yes and maybe no—with the 
odds resting on no. 
With the Internal Revenue Bu­ 
reau solidly on the no side, there 
seemed to be almost no question 
about it up to four months ago. 
Then the U. S. Tax Court said the 
answer could be yes—in states 
where the tax was applied a cer­ 
tain way. 
The Tax Court’s ruling, in gen­ 
eral terms, allowed deduction of 
state taxes that were “separately 
stated” and passed on to the cig­ 
arette buyer. It gave Oklahoma's 
tax specific approval in this re­ 
spect. 
Ever since then, taxpayers in 
various states have been asking

whether this gave them a new 
deduction right, but no definite 
answer has been forthcoming al­ 
though the 1950 income tax dead 
line has 
come and gone in the 
interim.

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IRAN’S SEIZURE OF OIL FIELDS 
It would be idle to pretend that Iran’s 
action in taking over the Ang lo-Iranian Oil 
Co. li not a setback for the West. But its 
affect is not likely to be as immediate as 
some statesmen fear. - 
Under British manag ement a hig h per­ 
centag e of the oil produced was shipped out 
to Europe and the United States. This coun­ 
try g ot about forty per cent of total output. 
Some was allotted to Iran for its own use. 
With the fields and refineries nationalized, 
the Iranian g overnment may wish to set 
aside a larg er share of production for use 
within the country . But it cannot possibly 
utilize the full output of Ang lo-Iranian. 
The go vernment unquestio nably will want 
to dispo se of the big surplus bey ond its own 
needs. 
It will be greatly interested in the 
revenue to be gained. But who is to buy and 
how is the o il to be transpo rted to market? 
Iran has no tanker fleet o f its o wn and 
thus canno t carry the o il to Euro pean and 
o ther o verseas markets. Witho ut a substan­ 
tial fo reign lo an, It co uld no t acquire such a 
fleet even in a few y ears’ time. 
The tho ught o ccurring naturally to mo st 
o f us Is: Why can’t she sell to Russia? 
Every bo dy kno ws Russia wo uld welco me 
mo re o il, wo uld lo ve no thing better than to 
do minate the who le o il-rich Middle East. 
Undo ubtedly Iran can sell so me o il to the 
So viet Unio n. But again, the limit is trans­ 
po rt Iran has few railro ad tank cars. And 
no pipeline runs fro m Anglo -Iran’s refineries 
northward to Russia’s borders. Eng ineers 
are emphatic in say ing no ne co uld be built 
in iees than two o r three y ears. The U. S., 
with steel plentiful, required three y ears to 
build a 1,000-mile line acro ss the fiat 
Arabian desert 
Tho se are hard facts fro m which there is 
no escape. No matter what may be the 
wishes o f Iran’s go vernment, it must fao e 
them. 
Co nsequently , fo r the Immediate future 
the pro spects are go o d that the o il will co n­ 
tinue to go to present custo mers. Britain 
and the U. S. have the tanker fleet to take it 
from Iran’s sho res, and it go es witho ut say ­ 
ing that they still want the 611. 
Britain is, of course, g ravely upset at 
Iran’s ex propriation of the oil properties and 
is protesting the action is illeg al. Yet It is 
hard to see what she can do about it. In 
the end, some practical settlement which 
accepts the fact of Iranian control would 
seem to be indicated. 
If that arrang ement is sensible enoug h, it 
may y et be possible to keep the bulk of this 
oil out of Russian hands indefinitely . If It 
is not, then Iran’s seizure of British proper­ 
ties may have to be viewed as the point 
where the West's fortunes in the Middle 
East took a serious downturn. 


SUGGESTED NEW PARTY 
The working alliance in Cong ress between 
the conservative Republicans and the Dix ie- 
crats will lead to a marriag e if Senator Karl 
Mundt of South Dakota has his way . He 
proposes that the Republicans, who g enerally 
hold their nominating convention before the 
Democrats, should wait till later in 1952. He 
supposes that the Democrats will nominate 
a Fair Dealer, President Truman or some 
one else, and that the Dix iecrats will bolt 
as they did in 1948. Then, he proposes the 
Republicans should nominate whom the 
Southerners would approve, perhaps Senator 
Harry S. By rd of Virg inia, and the coalition 
should start out under a new name. "The 
Freedom Party ” is Mundt’s sug g estion. 
Mundt Is try ing to make it easier for the 
Dix iecrats to join a party whose name has 
long been anathema in the South. Chang e 
the name, he say s, and the break 
will not 
be hard. On the other hand, he forg ets that 
many voters elsewhere have a tradition Of 
voting the Republican ticket, no matter what 
slrjid It takes. If they do not find the Re­ 
publican name on the ballot, there Is no tell- 
in;; how they mig ht vote. 
A less theoretical objection is that election 
l*"vs in many slates are so set up that a new 
iy finds It almost impossible to g et on the 
in the short period between nominating 
time and election day .

‘7'hese Days’

CHURCHILL ON RUSSIA 
In a recent discussion in this column of Roose­ 
velt's idea in 1943 oi using the four power*, the 
United States, Russia, Great Britain and China, to 
police the world, an idea which culminated in the 
ill-fated Security Council of the United Nations, I 
ex pressed some wonder as to what Winston Church­ 
ill mig ht have to say about it. 
On October 21, 1942, Winston Churchill wrote 
to his foreig n secretary , Anthony Eden, ex pressing 
g rave doubts as to tne wisdom of such a four- 
power solution of the problems which face the 
world. This was, of course, a y ear before the 
Teheran conference, and anticipated Roosevelt's 
“Four Policemen” idea. 
They undoubtedly had 
talked about it. 
In this letter from Churchill to Eden, in g allant 
prose, he shows that a y ear before Teheran, he 
feared all that happened there. And that makes it 
10 shocking that Churchill went along with Roose­ 
velt in the ug ly betray als that occurred at Teheran. 
Perhaps in subseq uent volumes of his memoirs, 
Churchill will ex plain to us why he did it or how It 
happened. He may even tell us of the pressures 
put upon hlih by Roosevelt, who was bent on ap­ 
peasing Russia whatever the cost to ourselves or to 
humanity . 
It is a pity that so far as we know, 
Roosevelt left no memoranda to aid our understand­ 
ing of his motives or desig ns. 
This is what Winston Churchill wrote: 
(Note to Editors: Kindly run as one parag raph, 
which is the way Churchill wrote it.) 
“I must admit that my thoug hts rest primarily 
in Europe—the revival of the g lory of Europe, the 
parent continent of the modern nations and of 
civilization. It would be a measureless disaster if 
Russian barbarism overlaid the culture and inde­ 
pendence of the ancient states of Europe. Hard as 
it is to say now, I trust that the European family 
may act unitedly as one under a council of Europe. 
I look forward to a United States of Europe In 
which the barriers between the nations will be 
g reatly minimized and unrestricted travel will be 
possible. I _ 
studied as a whole. 
I . hope to see the economy of Europe 
ifhole. I hope to see a council con­ 
sisting of perhaps ten units, including the former 


recog nise

g reat po wers, with several confederations—Scan­ 
dinavian, Danubian, Balkan, etc.—which would poe­ 
tess an international police and be charg ed with 
keeping Prussia diaarmed. Of course we shall have 
to wo rk with the Americans in many way s, and in 
the g reatest way s, but Europe la our prime care, 
and we certainly do not wish to be shut up with 
the Russians and the Chinese when Swedes, Nor­ 
weg ians, Danes, Dutch, 
Belg ians, 
Frenchmen, 
Spaniards, Poles, Czechs, end Turks will have their 
burning q uestions, their desire for our aid, and 
their very g reat power of making their voices 
heard. . . .

When our present difficulties are discuated and 
criticism Is made of Roosevelt's policies, the defense 
often M that hindsig ht is better than foresig ht. It 
is even sug g ested that now in 1951, any one can 
tise the mistakes and that Roosevelt himself 
recog nise them. Of course, we know nothing 
about what Roosevelt mig ht have done; we only 
know what he did do, and much of it. in the field 
of international action, was very bad indeed and 
has sctuall:

Fortunately , the tissues of those who arc not 
ovreweig ht or do not have ex cess fat do not absorb 
and hold water, as the other tissues, muscles and 
nerves and take in the amount of water and salt 
needed by these tissues to do their reg ular work 
in the body . 
Because phy sicians are advising ag ainst the 
overuse of salt as it increases weig ht and, by hold­ 
ing too much water in the tissues is believed to 
raise blood pressure, there are now various salt 
substitutes on the market. And because some of 
these salt substitutes cause stomach and intestinal 
sy mptoms, the following information is important. 
Bread, salad dressing s, cheese, salt butter and milk 
contain hidden salt, and the g reat majority of us 
need and can eat theae foods. But for those who 
are overweig ht or those who suffer from buzzing 
ears, the Journal of Living sug g ests bland foods 
(eg g s, potatoes, cottag e cheese, macaroni) seasoned 
with onions, g reen peppers, mushrooms, chives, 
which help reduce salt intake.

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IRAN’S SEIZURE OF OIL FIELDS 
It would be idle to pretend that Iran’s 
action in taking over the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Co. It not a setback for the West. But its 
afreet is not likely to be as immediate as 
some statesmen fear. * 
Under British management a high per­ 
centage of the oil produced was shipped out 
to Europe and the United States. This coun­ 
try got about forty per cent of total output. 
Some was allotted to Iran for its own use. 
With the fields and refineries nationalized, 
the Iranian government may wish to set 
aside a larger share of production for use 
within the country. But it cannot possibly 
utilize the full output of Anglo-Iranian. 
The government unquestionably will want 
to dispose of the big surplus beyond its own 
needs. It win be greatly intem ted in the 
revenue to be gained. But who is to buy and 
how is the oil to be transported to market? 
Iran baa no tanker fleet of its own and 
thus cannot carry the oil to European and 
other overseas markets. Without a substan­ 
tial foreign loan, it could not acquire such a 
fleet even In a few years’ time. 
The thought occurring naturally to most 
of us is: Why can’t she sell to Russia? 
Everybody knows Russia would welcome 
m ort OO, would love nothing better than to 
dominate the whole oil-rich Middle East. 
Undoubtedly Iran can sell some oil to the 
Soviet Union. But again, the limit is trans­ 
port Iran has few railroad tank cars. And 
no pipeline runs from Anglo-Iran’s refineries 
northward to Russia’s borders. Engineers 
are emphatic in saying none could be built 
in ieee than two or three years. The U. S., 
with steel plentiful, required three years to 
build a 1,000-mile line across the flat 
Arabian desert 
Them are hard facta from which there is 
no escape. No matter what may be the 
wishes of Iran's government, it must face 
them. 
Consequently, for the immediate future 
the prospects are good that the oil will con­ 
tinue to go to present customers. Britain 
and the U. S. have the tanker fleet to take it 
from Iran’s shores, and it goes without say­ 
ing that they still want the 611. 
Britain is, of course, gravely upset at 
Iran’s expropriation of the oil properties and 
is protesting the action is illegal. Yet It is 
hard to see what she can do about it. In 
the end. some practical settlement which 
accepts the fact of Iranian control would 
seem to be indicated. 
If that arrangement is sensible enough, it 
may yet be possible to keep the bulk of this 
oil out of Russian hands indefinitely. If It 
is not, then Iran’s seizure of British proper­ 
ties may have to be viewed as the point 
where the West's fortunes in the Middle 
East took a serious downturn.

The working alliance in Congress between 
the conservative Republicans and the Dixie- 
(rats will lead to a marriage if Senator Karl 
Mundt of South Dakota has his way. He 
proposes that the Republicans, who generally 
hold their nominating convention before the 
Democrats, should wait till later in 1952. He 
suppose! that the Democrats will nominate 
a Fair Dealer, President Truman or some 
one else, and that the Dixiecrats will bolt 
as they did in 1948. Then, he proposes the 
Republicans should nominate whom the 
Southerners would approve, perhaps Senator 
Harry S. Byrd of Virginia, and the coalition 
should start out under a new name.

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CHURCHILL ON RUSSIA 
In a recent discussion in this column of Roose­ 
velt^ idea in 1943 ol using the four powers, the 
United States, Russia, Great Britain and China, to 
police the world, an idea which culminated in the 
ill-fated Security Council of the United Nation!, I 
expressed some wonder as to what Winston Church­ 
ill might have to say about it. 
On October 21, 1942, Winston Churchill wrote 
to his foreign secretary, Anthony Eden, expressing 
grave doubts as to the wisdom of such a four- 
power solution at the problems which face the 
world. This was, of course, a year before the 
Teheran conference, and anticipated Roosevelt’! 
"Four Policemen” idea. 
They undoubtedly had 
talked about it. 
In this letter from Churchill to Eden, in gallant 
prose, he shows that a year before Teheran, he 
feared all that happened there. And that makes it 
so shocking that Churchill went along with Roose­ 
velt in the ugly betrayals that occurred at Teheran. 
Perhaps In subsequent volumes of his memoirs, 
Churchill will explain to us why he did It or how it 
happened. 
He may even tell us of the pressures 
put upon hlrh by Roosevelt, who was bent on ap­ 
peasing Russia whatever the coat to ourselves or to 
humanity. 
It is a pity that so far aa we know, 
Roosevelt left no memoranda to aid our understand­ 
ing of his motives or designs. 
This is what Winston Churchill wrote: 
(Note to Editors: Kindly run as one paragraph, 
which is the way Churchill wrote it.) 
‘I must admit that my thoughts rest primarily 
In Europe—the revival of the glory of Europe, the 
parent continent of the modern nations and of 
civilization. It would be a measureless disaster if 
Russian barbarism overlaid the culture and inde­ 
pendence of the ancient states of Europe. Hard as 
it is to say now, I trust that the European family 
may act unitedly as one under a council of Europe. 
I look forward to a United States of Europe In 
which Hie barriers between the nations will be 
greatly minimised and unrestricted travel will be 
possible. I hope to see the economy of Europe 
studied as a whole. I hope to see a council con­ 
sisting of perhaps ten units, including the former 
great powers, with several confederations—Scan­ 
dinavian, Danubian, Balkan, etc.—which would pos­ 
sess an international police end be charged with 
keeping Prussia disarmed.

SALT, OVERWEIGHT, BUZZING BABB 
Notwithstanding all that physicians treating 
cases of overweight tell their patients against liq­ 
uids, many of these patients continue to drink 
water, tea, coffee, soft and hard drinks because 
liquids have no fuel value (or very little). Ae fat 
tissue holds water or other liquids in the same 
manner as a sponge, this excess water ie just so 
much extra weight on the body. When a football 
player in a game or a wrestler In a bout loses IO 
pounds of weight, he may not be losing much fat 
tissue—only water. 
A professional wrestler losing IO to IS pounds 
in a bout may have that same IO to 15 pounds back 
in his body the next night, just 24 hours after­ 
wards. Fat tissue does not come off the body that 
easily or rapidly. 
Tho much table salt in the diet also will Increase 
water in the tissues, aa each grain of salt holds 70 
times its own weight of water in the tissue*. When 
we sprinkle salt on our food, we never think of how 
one or two sprinkles of salt may be adding weight, 
yet ell the salt needed by the body tissues is less 
than a half teaspoonful in 24 hours. 
Fortunately, the tissues of those who arc not 
ovrewelght or do not have excess fat do not absorb 
and hold water, aa the other tissues, muscles and 
nerves and take in the amount of water and salt 
needed by these tissues to do their regular work 
in the body. 
Because physicians are advising against the 
overuse of salt as it increases weight and, by hold­ 
ing too much water in the tissues la believed to 
raise blood pressure, there are now various salt 
substitutes on the market. And because some of 
these salt substitutes cause stomach and intestinal 
symptoms, the following information is important. 
Bread, salad dressings, cheese, salt butter and milk 
contain hidden salt, and the great majority of us 
need and can eat these foods. But for those who 
are overweight or those who suffer from buzzing 
ears, the Journal of Living suggests bland foods 
(eggs, potatoes, cottage cheese, macaroni) seasoned 
with onions, green peppers, mushrooms, chives, 
which help reduce salt intake.

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IRAN'S SEIZURE OF OIL FIELDS 
It would be idle to pretend that Iran’s 
action in taking over the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Co. tl not a setback for the West. But its 
affect Is not likely to be as immediate as 
some statesmen fear. • 
Under British management a high per­ 
centage of the oil produced was shipped out 
to Europe and the United States. This coun­ 
try got about forty per cent of total output. 
Some was allotted to Iran for its own use. 
With the Helds and refineries nationalized, 
the Iranian government may wish to set 
aside a larger share of production for use 
within the country. But it cannot possibly 
utilize the full output of Anglo-Iranian. 
The government unquestionably will want 
to dispose of the big surplus beyond its own 
needs. It will be greatly interested in the 
revenue to be gained. But who is to buy and 
how is the oil to be transported to market? 
Iran has no tanker fleet of Its own and 
thus cannot carry the oil to European and 
other overseas markets. Without a substan­ 
tial foreign loan, it could not acquire such a 
fleet even in a few years’ time. 
The thought occurring naturally to most 
of us is: Why can’t she sell to Russia? 
Everybody knows Russia would welcome 
more oU, would love nothing better than to 
dominate the whole oil-rich Middle East. 
Undoubtedly Iran can sell some oil to the 
Soviet Union. But again, the limit is trans­ 
port. Iran has few railroad tank cars. And 
no pipeline runs from Anglo-Iran’s refineries 
northward to Russia’s borders. Engineers 
are emphatic in saying none could be built 
in lees than two or three years. The U. S., 
with steel plentiful, required three years to 
build a 1,000-mile line across the flat 
Arabian desert 
These are hard facts from which there is 
no escape. No matter what may be the 
wishes of Iran’s government, it must face 
them. 
Consequently, for the immediate future 
the prospects are good that the oil will con­ 
tinue to go to present customers. Britain 
and the U. S. have the tanker fleet to take it 
from Iran’s shores, and it goes without say­ 
ing that they still want the Oil. 
Britain Is, of course, gravely upset at 
Iran’s expropriation of the oil properties and 
is protesting the action is illegal. Yet it is 
hard to see what she can do about it. In 
the end, some practical settlement which 
accepts the fact of Iranian control would 
seem to be indicated. 
If that arrangement is sensible enough, it 
may yet be possible to keep the bulk of this 
oil out of Russian hands indefinitely. If it 
is not, then Iran’s seizure of British proper­ 
ties may have to be viewed as the point 
where the West’s fortunes in the Middle 
Yjl»t took a serious downturn. 


SUGGESTED NEW PARTY 
The working alliance in Congress between 
the conservative Republicans and the Dixie- 
crats will lead to a marriage if Senator Karl 
Mundt of South Dakota has his way. He 
proposes that the Republicans, who generally 
hold their nominating convention before the 
Democrats, should wait till later in 1952. He 
supposes that the Democrats will nominate 
a Fair Dealer, President Truman or some 
one else, and that the Dixiecrats will bolt 
as they did in 1948. Then, he proposes the 
Republicans should nominate whom the 
Southerners would approve, perhaps Senator 
Harry S. Byrd of Virginia, and the coalition 
should start out under a new name. "The 
Freedom Party" is Mundt’s suggestion. 
Mundt is trying to make it easier for the 
Dixiecrats to Join a party whose name has 
long been anathema in the South. Change 
the name, he says, and the break will not 
be hard. On the other hand, he forgets that 
many voters elsewhere have a tradition Of 
voting the Republican ticket, no matter what 
r:rtnd It takes. If they do not find the Re­ 
publican name on the ballot, there is no tell­ 
ing how they might vote.

CHURCHILL ON RUSSIA 
In t recent discussion in this column of Roose­ 
velt's idea in 1943 oi using the four powers, the 
United States, Russia, Great Britain and China, to 
police the world, an idea which culminated In the 
ill-fated Security Council of the United Nations, I 
expressed some wonder as to what Winston Church­ 
ill might have to say about it. 
On October 21, 1942, Winston Churchill wrote 
to his foreign secretary, Anthony Eden, expressing 
grave doubts as to the wisdom of such a four- 
power solution of the problems which face the 
world. 
This was, of course, a year before the 
Teheran conference, and anticipated Roosevelt’s 
“Four Policemen" idea. 
They undoubtedly had 
talked about It. 
In this letter from Churchill to Eden, in gallant 
Íirose, he shows that a year before Teheran, he 
eared all that happened there. And that makes it 
so shocking that Churchill went along with Roose­ 
velt In the ugly betrayals that occurred at Teheran. 
Perhaps In subsequent volumes of his memoirs, 
Churchill will explain to us why he did it or how it 
happened. 
He may even tell us of the pressures 
put upon hiih by Roosevelt, who was bent on ap­ 
peasing Russia whatever the cost to ourselves or to 
humanity. 
It is a pity that so far as we know, 
Roosevelt left no memoranda to aid our understand­ 
ing of his motives or designs. 
This is what Winston Churchill wrote; 
(Note to Editors: Kindly run as one paragraph, 
which is the way Churchill wrote it.) 
“1 must admit that my thought* rest primarily 
In Europe—the revival of the glory of Europe, the 
parent continent of the modern nations and of 
civilization. It would be a measureless disaster if 
Russian barbarism overlaid the culture and inde­ 
pendence of the ancient states of Europe. Hard as 
it is to say now, I trust that the European family 
may act unitedly as one under a council of Europe. 
I look forward to a United States of Europe In 
which the barriers between the nations will be 
greatly minimized and unrestricted travel will be 
possible. I hope to see the economy of Europe 
studied as a whole. 
I hope to see a council con­ 
sisting of perhaps ten units, including the former 
great powers, with several confederations—Scan­ 
dinavian, Danubian, Balkan, etc.—which would pos­ 
sess an international police and be charged with 
keeping Prussia disarmed. Of course we snail have 
to work with the Americans in many ways, and in 
the greatest ways, but Europe is our prime care, 
and we certainly do not wish to be shut up with 
the Russians and the Chinese when Swedes, Nor­ 
wegians, 
Danes, 
Dutch, 
Belgians, 
Frenchmen, 
Spaniards, Poles, Czechs, and Turks will have their 
burning questions, their desire for our aid, and 
their very great power of making their voice» 
heard. . . . " 
. 
. 
When our preaent difficulties are discussed and 
criticism la made of Roosevelt’s policies, the defense 
often Is that hindsight is better than foreaight. It 
is even suggested that now in 3951, anyone can 
recognize tne mistakes and that Roosevelt himself 
would recognize them. Of course, we know nothing 
about what Roosevelt might have done; we only 
know what he did do, and much of it, in the field 
of International action, was very bad indeed and 
has actually continued the war to this day. 
But noA of this discussion has anything to do 
with hindsight, for Winston Churchill in October, 
1942, already described precisely such dangers as 
we now encounter. 
"It would be a measureless 
disaster If Russian barbarism overlaid the culture 
and independence of the ancient state of Europe/’ 
In 1942, he foresaw this danger. 
Yet in 1943, 
he agreed at Teheran for Russia to do precisely 
what he feared. In 1945, he Joined with Roosevelt 
at Yalta in making Soviet Russia the master of 
both Europe and Asia. How is this to be explained? 
How can it be justified? 
Of course, Churchill is still preparing his 
memoirs and he is probably revising them as the 
world situation permita the inclusion of material 
that might have been withheld becauae of the stress 
of events. 
. 
At any rate, It is clear from this letter that 
Churchill in 1942 knew the situation: was frightened 
by it, but in 1943 and in 1945, he did exactly what 
he felt should not have been done. 
The pressure 
on him from Rooaevelt, who was appeasing Stalin, 
must have been enormous. But why was Roosevelt 
so anxious to appease Stalin?

SALT, OVERWEIGHT, BUZZING EARS 
Notwithstanding all that physicians treating 
cases of overweight tell their patients against liq­ 
uids, many of these patients continue to drink 
water, tea, coffee, soft and hard drinks because 
liquids have no fuel value (or very little). Aa fat 
tisaue holds water or other liquids in the same 
manner as a sponge, this excess water la Just so 
much extra weight on the body. When a football 
player In a game or a wrestler in a bout loses 10 
pounds of weight, he may not be losing much fat 
tissue—only water. 
A professional wrestler losing 10 to 15 pounds 
in a bout may have that same 10 to 15 pounds back 
in his body the next night, Just 24 hours after­ 
wards. Fat tisaue doea not come off the body that 
easily or rapidly. 
Too much table salt in the diet also will Increase 
water in the tissues, as each grain of salt holds 70 
times its own weight of water in the tissues. When 
we sprinkle salt on our food, we never think of how 
one or two sprinkles of salt may be adding weight, 
yet all the salt needed by the body tissues is less 
than a half teaspoonful In 24 hours. 
Fortunately, the tissues of those who are not 
ovrewelght or do not have excess fat do not absorb 
and hold water, as the other tissues, muscles and 
nerves and take in the amount of water and salt 
needed by these tissues to do their regular work 
in the body. 
Because physicians are advising against the 
overuse of salt as it increases weight and, by hold­ 
ing too much water in the tissues is believed to 
raise blood pressure, there are now various salt 
substitutes on the market. And because some of 
these salt substitutes cause stomach and intestinal 
symptoms, the following information is important. 
Bread, salad dressings, cheese, salt butter and milk 
contain hidden salt, and the great majority of us 
need and can eat these foods. But for those who 
are overweight or those who suffer from buzzing 
ears, the Journal of Living suggests bland foods 
(eggs, potatoes, cottage cheese, macaroni) seasoned 
with onions, green peppers, mushrooms, chives, 
which help reduce salt intake.

The con­ 
viction, in effect, branded him a 
liar and traitor who betrayed his 
country by turning over govern­ 
ment secrets to W hittaker Cham­ 
bers, admitted courier of a Com­ 
munist spy ring. 
Surrenders to Marshal 
The courtroom proceeding lasted 
less than half a minute. David 
Sweeney, court clerk, called out 
Hiss’ name and the lanky, con­ 
victed perjurer surrendered him­ 
self into the custody of Chief U. S. 
Deputy Marshal Tom Farley. 
Hiss arrived at the courthouse 
at 9:50 a. m. (E.S.T.), 40 minutes 
before he was scheduled to give 
himself up to begin serving his 
jail sentence. 
He wore a tan suit, white shirt } 
and a darker tan tie. His lawyers 
accompanied him. 
Asked If he had any statement 
to make, the ex -diplomat smiled 
and said: 
"I have nothing to add to the 
statement which I issued when the 
Supreme Court denied certiorari.” 
The U. S. Supreme Court last 
week refused to review the con­ 
viction. Hiss said then through his 
attorney that he would not con­ 
test the verdict further. But he 
stoutly maintained his innocence 
and ex pressed the belief that in 
time his name would be cleared.

(By The Associated Press) 
Demand ior meat continued rel­ 
atively light this week , ev en as 
preparations were being made in 
millions of American homes for a 
festive Kastcr dinner. 
Ham was in abundant supply in 
the supermark ets and independent 
stores, and some stores predicted 
week -end specials. 
By mid-week , 
prices in some cities had already 
dropped a cent or two a pound. 
Also 
in 
heavy 
demand 
this 
week is turk ey , described in some 
trade 
circles 
as 
“perhaps 
the 
week ’s best buy .“ Here, too, spe­ 
cial sales arc hinted for the Easter 
week -end. 
Chick en remains a heavy favor­ 
ite with mark etwise • housewives, 
but while deifiand continues firm, 
the supply is so overwhelming 
that price cuts are reported here 
and there. 
Prices of broilers and 
fry ers have dropped around tw'o 
rents a pound in at least two ma­ 
jor cities. 
In Special Category 
Ergs this week are in a very 
soocial category —higher generally 
along the east coast, but lower in 
price west of the Alleghenies. The 
top grade “A” variety are selling 
three cents a dozen )ow?er than last 
week in some Los Angeles stores* 
four cents lower in Chicago ana 
two cents lower in Detroit,, but 
two cents higher in New York and 
Philadelnhia. 
Wholesalers blame 
recent 
heavy snows that have 
slowed shipment of western eggs 
to eastern mark ets. 
Fears were expressed this week 
that 
the hoped-for increase in 
poultry , egg. dairy and meat pro­ 
duction might not materialize— 
that this y ear’s output might fall 
short of the requirements of our 
expanding defense economy . These 
fears had their basis in a Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture forecast that 
farmers will grow less corn this 
y ear than the government’s quota 
of 3,300,000.000 bushels. 
Corn is the basic feed for poul­ 
try and livestock . 


Produce Items 
In 
the 
produce 
department, 
fresh 
vegetables 
showed 
little 
change in price this week . Some 
gained slightly , some declined and 
others stay ed the same: Cabbage, 
a favorite staple on many an 
American dinner table, was among 
those which declined a few pen­ 
nies. Others were broccoli, car­ 
rots, celery , y ellow onions and 
green corn. Tending higher in 
price 
were cucumbers, 
lettuce, 
Spanish onions, green peas, new 
potatoes, spinach and strawber­ 
ries. 
In short: 
„ Butter prices, long a topic of 
discussion in the U. S., drew angry 
comment from Canadian house­ 
wives this week . Many started 
buy ing margarine as prices of Ca­ 
nadian butter soared as a result of 
a seasonal shortage. At Vancou­ 
ver, B. C., the retail price sk y ­ 
rock eted overnight from 63 to 82 
cents a pound. 
Predicts Milk Shortage 
Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
Brannan predicts a shortage of 
milk and dairy products may de­ 
velop in two or three y ears unless 
production is boosted . 
The American Meat Institute 
sees a downward tendency in meat 
prices this week —a wholesale and 
retail levels, the decline is said to 
average one per cent compared 
with last week V . . 
There will be asparagus for 
Easter, but only for those who 
can pay a fancy price. The harvest 
is almost two week s late, and 
prices won’t descend from the 
stratosphere until (he weather 
warms up a little . . . 
Two senators from South Da­ 
k ota, Karl Mundt and Francis 
Case, look for ceiling prices so< n 
on livestock . . . 
Come what may , Americans are 
expected to eat more this y ear— 
and to eat better. The magazine 
“Food Topics” predicts that food 
output in 1951 will be up five per 
cent from last y ear, for the big- 
best y ear-to-y ear gain percentage­ 
wise since 1944,

She 
I writes: “I ju st can’t resist w rit­ 
ing y ou , re-Ulster Co. Gazette, 
1800. Among my mother’s papers, 
I fou nd one, so wrote Library of 
Congress. They graciou sly sent 
me a printed form telling abou t 
the paper. In all probabllty It Is 
made of rags, an It Is soft and 
pliable. No dou bt, It may hav e 
been picked u p by my grandfa 
ther, who was a m anu factu rer of 
printing presses and paper cu t 
ters, and had a hobby of collect­ 
ing fine books and rare paper. Of 
cou rse, it might hav e been picked 
u p at some centennial in Kings­ 
ton or Philadelphia. If y ou shou ld 
like to see it some time I shou ld 
be glad to bring it to y ou r office. 
Althou gh not a nativ e of Ulster 
cou nty , enjoy y ou r colu mn, am a 
resident abou t six y ears, etc.,” 


I wou ldn’t want my word to be 
the last word on the au thenticity 
of an Ulster Cou nty Gazette, as 
I nev er had an original in my 
hands. Althou gh I hav e an idea 
what a paper of the y ear 18 00 
shou ld look like. Hav e magazine 
called “Antiqu es” dated Janu ary 
19 31 on hand, which giv es a photo 
copy of the original at the Con­ 
gressional 
Library . 
Whenev er 
any one brings me a Gazette, I 
place them u nder a good light, 
with the magazine and a magni­ 
fy ing glass and let them com­ 
pare their copy with the maga­ 
zine copy , line for line and word 
for word and that u su ally an­ 
swers all their qu estions. There 
is nothing which .wou ld thrill me 
so mu ch, as to hav e someone of 
the readers from Kingston and 
Ulster cou nty find an original, 
and I am su re one of these day s 
it will happen.

I have received a num ber of In­ 
teresting item s from readers who 
I take it don’t w ant the item s 
returned for they did not put 
their nam es on them. I appreci­ 
ate everyone of them , and wish 
th a t I could acknowledge them 
through thank-you cards as I do 
m ost of m aterial received. So, I 
guess only through this column 
will they know I have received 
them and will use them. F or in­ 
stance, there is the package of 
old newspapers, wrapped * in an 
Albany newspaper. 
One is a 
“Public Ledger” of Friday, M arch 
25. 1836. printed in Philadelphia. 
Will quote from this 115-year-old 
paper in the near future. Also en­ 
closed was the. “Brooklyn Dally 
Tim es” of 1869 and the “Stam ­ 
ford Advocate” of Nov. 5, 1896, 
of Stam ford, Conn. Also received 
several books from a resident of 
upper Broadway, Kingston, N. Y. 
One wad “Knickerbocker’s His­ 
tory of New York” by W ashing­ 
ton Irving, another Henry Alte- 
m us’ Publications of 1899. Also 
‘Muzzey’s American History.” 


Not only do I receive old pa­ 
pers and books, but my Broad­ 
way reader, no nam e given, sent 
me two presidential,' coin medals, 
one of W illiam McKinley and the 
other Jam es Garfield. Received 
a letter from Lillian Smith, of 
W illiam street, Napanoch, N. Y., 
which will interest other “Ul­ 
ster County G azette” holders. She 
w rites: “I just can’t resist w rit­ 
ing you, re-U lster Co. Gazette, 
1800. Among my m other’s papers, 
I found one, so w rote Library of 
Congress. They graciously sent 
me a printed form telling about 
the paper. In all probabllty it is 
made of rags, aa it is sort And 
pliable. No doubt, it may have 
been picked up by m y grandfa­ 
ther, who was a m anufacturer of 
printing presses and paper cut­ 
ters, and had a hobby of collect­ 
ing Ane books and rare paper. Of 
course, it might have been picked 
up at some centennial in King*- 
ton or Philadelphia. If you should 
like to see it some tim e I should 
be glad to bring it to your office. 
Although not a native of U lster 
county, enjoy your column, am a 
resident about six years, etc.,” 


I wouldn’t w’ant my word to be 
the last word on the authenticity 
of an U lster County Gazette, as 
I never had an original in my 
hands. Although I have an idea 
w hat a paper of the year 1800 
should look like. Have magazine 
called “Antiques” dated January 
1931 on hand, which gives a photo 
copy of the original at the Con­ 
gressional 
Library. 
W henever 
anyone brings me a Gazette, I 
place them under a good light, 
with the m agazine and a m agni­ 
fying glass and let them com­ 
pare their copy w ith the m aga­ 
zine copy, line for line and word 
for word and th a t usually an­ 
swers all their questions. There 
is nothing which would thrill me 
so much, as to have someone of 
the readers from Kingston and 
U lster county find an original, 
and I am sure one of these days 
it will happen.

I have received a number of In­ 
teresting items from readers who 
I take it don’t want the items 
returned for they did not put 
their names on them. I appreci­ 
ate everyone of them, and wish 
that I could acknowledge them 
through thank-you cards as I do 
most of material received.

“Muzzey’s American History." 


Not only do I receive old pa­ 
pers and books, but my Broad 
way reader, no name given, sent 
me two presidential* coin medals, 
one of William McKinley and the 
other James Garfield. Received 
a letter from Lillian Smith, of 
William street, Napanoch, N. Y., 
which will interest other "Ul­ 
ster County Gazette" holders. She 
writes: "I just can’t resist writ­ 
ing you, re-Ulster Co. Gazette, 
1800. Among my mother’s papers, 
I found one, so wrote Library of 
Congress. They graciously sent 
me a printed form telling about 
the paper. In all probabllty it is 
made of rags, an It Is soft and 
pliable. No doubt, It may have 
been picked up by my grandfa­ 
ther. who was a m anufacturer of 
printing presses and paper cut­ 
ters, and had a hobby of collect­ 
ing fine hooks and rare paper. Of 
course, it might have been picked 
up at some centennial in Kings­ 
ton or Philadelphia. If you should 
like to see it some time I should 
be glad to bring it to your office. 
Although not a native of Ulster 
county, enjoy your column, am a 
resident about six years, etc.," 


I wouldn’t want my word to be 
the last word on the authenticity 
of an Ulster County Gazette, as 
I never had an original in my 
hands. Although I have an idea 
what a paper of the year 1800 
should look like. Have magazine 
called “Antiques" dated January 
1931 on hand, which gives a photo 
copy of the original at the Con­ 
gressional 
Library. 
Whenever 
anyone brings me a Gazette, I 
place them under a good light, 
with the magazine and a magni­ 
fying glass and let them com­ 
pare their copy with the maga­ 
zine copy, line for line and word 
for word and that usually an­ 
swers all their questions. There 
is nothing which would thrill me 
so much, as to have someone of 
the readers from Kingston and 
Ulster county find an original, 
and I am sure one of these days 
it will happen.

As was stated in this column 
a few weeks ago, in a choice 
between butter and gun values, 
most investors should stick to 
butter. 
In the second place, the t hi eat 
of an atomic bomb attack on New 
York city or any other concen­ 
trated area does point up a com­ 
mon weakness of many investors 
•—lack of diversification, both of 
quality and of quantity. 
Sometimes a person dies who 
thought he was worth a million 
dollars. 
His wealth may have 
been in one or two places and 
during the last decade of his life, 
he may have slipped and the re­ 
sulting inefficiency of his efforts 
waa not recognized. Periodically, 
such wealth is sold on the block 
to the highest bidder at 10 or 
20 cents on the dollar. 
Pride, kept within bounds, is 
alright. But when it is not con­ 
tained. all kinds of disaster can 
result. Frequently a man will 
settle down in a city at age 23. 
As his success grows, he takes 
great and greater pride in his 
town. And far, far too often at 
age 70 or beyond, he will have 
accumulated a conglomeration of 
assets that nobody can market at 
their taxable rate. 
A merchant in Now York 
passed on a few years ago think­ 
ing he had left 10 million dollars. 
His will assumed he was worth 
that amount. But nobody wanted 
to buy the first and second pre­ 
ferreds on his business. And his 
9400.000 security portfolio when 
fully liquidated only paid half his 
estate tax bill. All the friends 
and relatives who w'ere left be­ 
quests of $3,000 and more will 
probably never get a dime. 
In investment, vision is a great 
thing. Right here in New' York 
city I would like to organize a 
party of myopic capitalists. I 
would take them to the East 
Texas oil fields, to the Panhandle 
cattle ranches, to the Iowa farms, 
to the wheat fields of Kansas and 
the Dakota*. to the mines of Utah 
and Montana. 
There they would see some of 
the basic economic values that 
make America the greatest na­ 
tion on earth. Then some of this 
city’s investors whose wealth is 
entirely on Manhattan Island 
and who, reading the ads of 
banks in the Adirondack» and 
Pocono mountains, wonder if 
something ought to be done to 
protect themselves, would devel­ 
op a vision of investment that 
is good for everybody. 
Today, in the words of the poet, 
the world is too much for the 
average investor. Atom bombs, 
taxes, prices, inflation and a doz­ 
en other things get him down. 
His money lacks courage. He be­ 
comes a victim of the very things 
he should command. Safe sanc­ 
tuary in the mountains becomes 
his economic philosophy.

Frankly worried about the disastrous effects the proposed 20 
per cent federal tax on bowling and billiards might have on the 
tenpin industry, the American Bowling Congress is rallying its half 
million membership in a crucial behind-the-scenes struggle to have 
the legislation forestalled. 
Bowling costs which have risen from 10 cents a game in the last armed services. 
40 years faces another increase in Kingston and across the country, 
if the new tax measure is enacted. 
Price of bowling at the two major establishments in the city—

to at least 42 cents. The tax would apply to games rolled on public 
alleys and those operated in semi-private clubs, private, organizational 
and club alleys.

Kaman Deed Case 
Coes to Trial in 
Supreme Court 


An action to set aside a deed 
which was executed last August 
transferring the property of Paul 
Kaman, Sr., at 95 First avenue, 
Kingston, to his grandson, H ar­ 
old F. Ellsworth and his wife, 
was taken up for trial in Su­ 
preme Court this morning before 
Justice Roscoe V. Elsworth and 
a jury. 
Plaintiff, who is 76 years old, 
claims he executed the deed and 
took a m ortgage for $5,000 from 
Ellsworth with the understanding 
that he would be paid the $5,000 
when Ellsworth secured a G.I. 
loan fn a m atter of three or four 
months and that the m ortgage at 
314 per cent interest was a tem ­ 
porary m ortgage to secure the 
plaintiff’s interest in the prop­ 
erty pending completion of the 
loan. 
Plaintiff alleges he was to be 
paid $50 a month during this three 
or four months period and that 
there were to be payments on the 
mortgage of $35 a month made 
during 
its 
existence. 
He 
now 
seeks to have the deed set aside 
on the grounds the temporary' 
period of the mortgage has ex­ 
pired and on the further grounds 
that certain other personal m at­ 
ters which he alleged the Ells­ 
worths agreed to have not been 
carried out. Among them is pos­ 
session of two rooms in the house 


for Kaman’s use, the supplying of 
heat and other facilities. 
He claims the deed was given in 
order that Ellsworth might have 
an equity In the premises for the 
purpose of securing the G.I. loan 
and that he expected, when the 
deed was given, to be fully paid 
the $5,000 when 
the 
loan was 
granted. He charges that since 
I then he has been ordered from 
the place, has been forced to move 
to the home of his daughter and 
has never been paid the $5,000. 
Defendants, Ellsworth and his 
wife, allege that the deed was 
given and the mortgage taken 
with a complete understanding be- 
{tween the parties and that at the 
time the deed was given they 
were on friendly terms.

worth $5,000 but that testimony 
will be offered to show the value 
is only $4,000 and that Ellsworth 
has never dealt in property before 
and did not know the actual value 
of the premises when he took it.

Report Prowlers 
Get Confidentia l 
Files of the RFC 


Washington, March 22 </P> — Mid­ 
night prowlers were reported to­ 
day to have gained access recently 
to confidential flies of the Recon­ 
struction F i na nc e Corporation 
(RFC). 
The flies contain many confiden­ 
tial documents, some of them re­ 
lated closely to a Senate investi­ 
gation of RFC affairs. Highly 
placed sources, declining to be 
named, told the story . 
Top offi­ 
cials of the big government lend­ 
ing agency were not ftnmediately 
available for comment. 
Qualified informants said it has 
not been determined whether any 
documents were stolen, but that 
the prowlers’ visit ex plain the re­ 
cent installation of special locks 
and a burglar alarm on the files. 
A severed chain on a door lead­ 
ing to the file rooms gave evidence 
of the prowler’s visit, they said. 
They did not date the incident. 
Talk on New Name 
Senators 
debated, 
meanwhile, 
whether the RFC needs a new 
name as well as a change in top 
management to restore it to public 
confidence. 
They arc considering 
President Truman’s proposal to re- 
plaoe the five RFC directors with 
a single administrator. 
One of the present directors, 
W alter E. CosKrlff, conceded be­ 
fore the ex penditures committee 
y esterday that a change in name 
may be advisable. 
The agency , Cosgriff said, may 
recover “a degree” of the public 
confidence he say s it has lost in 
a Senate Banking subcommittee’s 
investigation of its affairs. But 
he added: 
‘‘The public may never hear of 
RFC again but what they think 
of a mink coat.”

A Senate Banking subcommit­ 
tee Investigating RFC charged 
that the lawy er, Joseph H. Ros­ 
enbaum, and Young are members 
of an influence ring with White 
House contacts. Young said he 
has signed a note to repay Rosen­ 
baum. 
Sources who told of the files 
incident said the only item defin­ 
itely known to be missing is a 
bank or building and loan asso­ 
ciation passbook owned by Mrs. 
Donald Dawson, who has charge 
of the files. Mrs. Dawson, asked 
about the reported disappearance, 
brushed aside q uestions with “no 
comment.” 
Mrs. Dawson is the wife of a 
White House aide also named by 
the subcommittee as having ex ­ 
erted pressure on RFC loans and 
lending, policies.

Qualified inform ants said it has 
not been determined whether any 
documents were stolen, but that 
the prowlers’ visit explain the re­ 
cent installation of special locks 
and a burglar alarm on the files. 
A severed chain on a door lead­ 
ing to the file rooms gave evidence 
of the prowler’s visit, they said. 
They did not date the incident.
